I have  grown  this  variety 
for  two  years  in  my  field  and  must  say  that  I 
am  very  much  pleased  with  it.  The  flowers 
are  of  enormous  size  on  long  stiff  stems.  The 
color  is  cream  suffused  with  crimson,  the 
petals  curl  back  when  fully  developed,  forming 
a ball  shape.  The  hot  sun  will  not  harm  the 
flowers  and  I have  noticed  flowers  keeping  in 
good  condition  for  two  weeks  during  the  hot 
season  and  when  cut,  will  last  longer  than 
any  other  variety  I know  of.  With  all  the 
good  points  such  as  size,  stem,  keeping  quali- 
ties and  distinct  coloring,  this  variety  is  perfect 
for  exhibition  purposes.
